14.—[Special.]—There was 
no change in the gold situation today. Ther¢ 
were, of course, no withdrawals of gold coin; 
and up to the hour the Subtreasury closed. 
there bad been no deposit of gold, either by 
the syndicate or by the national banks/ 
This. leaves the Treasury reserve gold at 
$96,332,554. 

In financial circles: the feeling was bitter 
owing chiefly to the authorized statement of 
the bond syndicate, published this mérning, 
that it would eontinue to assist the govern- 
ment in maintaining the gold reserve as far 
as was in its power, without reference to 
date: An unusually favorable statement 
also helped to strengthen the market. T! 
reported decrease of $1,911,600 in the Eoih 
holdings of the associated banks, as showh 
in the, statement, indicates the amount of 
gold contributed by them to the syndicate 
to maintain the gold reserve. The $1,500,000 
contributed by the National Park Bank to 
the syndicate funds was depesited in tavo 
equal payments, and comprised just oné- 
half of the $3,000,000 deposited in the Sub- 
treasury by the syndicate last Wednesday. 
The $900,000 in gold deposited by the Hai- 
over National Bank of Commerce and the 
American Exchange National Bank Friday 
was credited directly to the government with- 
out the intervention of the syndicate. 

it was reported in Wall street that the 
National City Bank had given the syndicate 
$1,000,000 in gold in exchange for green- 
backs, but this report could not be confirmed 
owing to the absence from the bank of Pres- 
ident Stillman. .J. Pierpont Morgan pectines 
to affirm or deny the report and refused 4o 
discuss the future operations of the syndi 
cate, and referred all inquiries to the author- 
ized statement. published. 

The expectation is that more of the banks 
which have large holdings of gold will dur- 
ing the coming week turn enough of this 
gold into the Treasury to keep the gold re- 
serve .up to the $100,000,000 stafidard, not- 
withstanding the withdrawals that will 
doubtiess be made.for export to Europe. 
Six of theassociated banks have $25,000,000 
of the total gold holdings of all the banks. 
Of that amount the National City Bank 
holds $7,000,000. It is believed that if neces- 
sity arises and they are asked to do so the 
banks will part with at least one-half of 
their accumulated gold and pay it into the 
Treasury. Some of them may not care to

Lord Dunraven was the challenger 
and attempted to have the race sailed over 
another course than the one selected. This 
was not conceded by the New York Yacht 
club, he being informed that the race would 
be sailed over the regular course off Sandy 
Hook, and this was agreed to before the 
final arrangements were made.

Arthur Balfour has made an extremely 
feeble impression upon the new members of 
his own party at the recent brief session of 
Parliament. His manner was so hesitating, 
his voice at times Was so nearly inaudible, 
that wondering observers were led to the be. 
lief first that he was ill, and later that he had 
been| cowed by Chamberlain’s show of super- 
ior vitality and energy. Whatever the cause 
may be, he is obviously under acloud. His 
bad luck pursues him into the recess.

Only a few leading Englisn yachtsinen are 
availiable in or about London, the rest being 
ecattered, just now, at country houses all over 
England, or at resorts on the continent, and 
it hag been possible to reach only a few of 
these by telegram or letter since the an- 
nouncement uf thé result of the international 
contest. To requests for ap opinion on the 
merits of the decision of the New York Re.

Ifa 
prisoner is condemned to more than one 
month’s imprisonmeug he is first taken to the 
dark cell and later on *“* pardoned,” which 
means he may luxuriate for the rest of his 
term in a light cell with béend and water. If 
the commander sees fit he may cut a prison- 
er’s rations in two.

Perhaps he was when she saw 
him last, and he may have changed his mind 
since then, At the time of his first election 
in 1884 he said he was opposed to the second 
term idea. But he modified his views in the 
course of time, ran for a second term and 
failed to get it in 1888, to his great disappoint- 
ment, It is safe to assume that if Mr. Cleve- 
land can get a third term he will take it joy- 
fully, and if he thinks he can get it if nomi-

HEALY TAKES NO INTEREST, 

The charge has been made that a man 
named Adams, one of the insane patients at 
Dunning, died not long ago in much the 
same way that Pucik died, That is, he re- 
ceived fatal injuries at the hands of brutal 
attendants. The man’s wife and his friends 
believe this to be the case, and even if their 
statements are exaggerated it will not do to 
dismiss them contemptuously without ex- 
amination, especially when no one is bold 
enough to deny that only a few weeks ago 
Pucik was kicked to death by the men hired 
to take care of him, 

The Cook County Insane Asylum has a bad 
record, It is a quasi-habitual criminal, and 
has been so for many years. When a charge 
is made against it the presumption is that it 
is guilty. The public will assume that it is 
unless it is able to prove its innocence. 
Therefore it is quite necessary the persons 
in charge of that institution should take 
prompt notice of any complaints made about 
its management, especially when the com- 
piaint is that the employés have been guilty 
of shocking barbarity. 

Yet President Healy declines to investi- 
gate this Adams case. He is in control of 
county affairs. The’eniployés at the Insane 
Asylum, big and little, are under his thumb. 
He made them and he can unmake them. 
If they do wrong and he does not punish 
them he is responsible. But he declines to 
act. He says he does not intend to investi- 
gate until his attention is called to the mat- 
ter “by the proper people,” By “proper peo- 
ple’ he means the officers at. the Insane 
Asylum whose employés are charged with 
cruelty. Those officers are more interested 
in covering up than in exposing offenses for 
which they cannot escape blamie, He will 
wait long if he waits for a demand for an in- 
vestigation from them. 

Mr. Healy says he does not read “sensa- 
tional stories’’ about murders alleged to 
have been committed at Dunning by his em- 
ployés, That is not true, He reads them 
through angrily. But though one of these 
stories may be the bitter cry of a wife who 
says her husband has been beaten and scald- 
ed to death he refuses obstinately.to take 
any notice of it. That attitude is not ex- 
actly calculated to win popular favor, 

Mr. Healy is sick of investigations, That 
is why he says ““‘The County Board is not 
going to keep up investigating day after 
day.” Naturally it t& not, for the more in- 
yestigating it does, though it @pes it half- 
heartedly, trying, to conceal ingtead of to 
discover, the more rottenness does it un- 
wittingly bring to light. The County Board, 
which is Healy, prefers that what inquiries 
are made should be made by a grand jury 
selected by it and obeying its orders,

CHARGED WITH WORKING SUNDAY. 

Tus Trisuxe had a iong account some 
days ago of the sufferings of a number of 
Becond Adventists in East Tennessee, who 
are spending most of their time in jail be- 


cause they persist in doing farm and other 


work Sunday, They hold fast te the script- 
ural Sabbath, which is Saturday. On that 
day they abstain from all work and keep it 
sacred, so they think they have as much 
right to work Sunday as Monday, and do not 
believe the State has any right to say to 
them that they shall not labor on the first 
of these days. But the law of Tennessee is 


explicit, and when complaint is made in due | 


form against one of these men who keeps the 
Sabbath and not Sunday the court cannot 
help finding him guilty. 

There are some small religious bodies in 
this city whose members observe the sev- 
enth instead of the first day of the week. 
One of them has been charged with a viola- 
tion of the Sunday law of the State, and in- 
tends, if he can, to carry the matter up to 
the Supreme Court of the State and thence 
to that of the United States. . 

The defendant is a Seventh Day Adventist 
and a carpenter. One Sunday in July was 
spent by him ‘in working with saw and ham- 
mer on an unfinished building in Lake View. 
One of the neighbors saw and heard him and 
swore out a complaint against him under 


that section of the Illinois statutes which . 


reads as follows: 

Whoever shall be guilty of any noise, rout, or 
amusement on the first day of the week, called 
Sunday, whereby the peace of any private family 
may be disturbed, shall be fined not exceeding $25. 

The defendant waived examination and 
was held over to the grand jury, which may 
pass on his case this week.  ~ 

The Tennessee ldw differs from that of 
Tilinois. In the former State Sunday labor 
is an offense, whether any one is disturbed 
by it or not. If a man goes to the center ofa 
forty-acre lot and hoes weeds Sunday heiga 
law-breaker. The Illinoig statute does not 
attempt to enforce Sunday observance be- 
eause of the religious sanctity of the day, 
but it recognizes the fact that people gener- 
ally look upon it as a holy day, and that they 
should not be prevented by noise and other 
disturbances from spending it in a quiet, de- 
yotional way. The statute recognizes the 
fact also that the day is one of rest, which 
many who are not religiously inclined like 
to spend peacefully without the annoyance 
of rioters or brawlers.« 

If the grand jury is satisfied from the evi- 
dence that the complainant was mobre dis- 
turbed in mind by seeing the defendant work 
than by hearing him do so, which probably 
was the case, then it will not be likely to re- 
turn an indictment any more than it would 
indict Lake View gardeners who do a little 
Sunday work. But if it should appear that 
this defendant did make such a noise as 
really to disturb the neighborhood and 
thus trespass upon the rights of others, it is 
quite probable that the grand jury will in- 
dict him, for it is not at all necessary for a 
carpenter on a week day or a Sunday to 
make such a noise as to disturb a neighbor- 
hood. Nor will the courts be inclined to do 
anything to help out a man who has been 
making an unnecessary amount of noise. 


THE OLD SOLDIERS AND THE AGE LIMIT 

A resolution adopted at the last day’s 
session of the Grand Army of the Republic 
reads as follows: 

Resolved, That the Grand Army ef the Republic 
protests against and denounces the action of 
Boards of Civil Service in some of the cities of 
the country in fixing an age limit which debars 
yeterans from examination for civil service ap- 
pointments, While approving the purpose of 
civil service laws, based on the merit system, we 
insist that veteran soldiers, competent te render 
the required service, shell not be debarred from 
applying to enter such service simply by reason of 
age. On the contrary, we hold that such laws 
ghould be liberally construed in favor of ex-~sol- 
diers and sailors of the Union. 


This resolution is unjust because it take: 
it for granted that local civil service boards 
have of their own volition fixed age limits 
which bar out old soldiers. These boards 
are the creatures of laws which prescribe 
their duties and which say “thus far shalt 
thou go and no farther.’ If the statute 
says there must be an age limit then the 
board must fix one. If the Legislature does 
not say that the board may or must ex- 
empt a certain glass of persons from the re 
strictions of that limit, then a board should 
not be blamed for not doing something the 
Legislature has not authorized it to do. 

. ‘The Chicago Civil Service Board came into 
@nistence by yirtue of a State law. 
Tt is understood that the Corpora- 
tion Counsel thas giyen an opinion 
to the effect that the law requires 
the board to fix an age limit, and that the 
limit must apply to all—that the board can- 
not say that the limit shall apply to all ex- 
cept old soldiers, for that would be a discrim- 
ination. If this view of the lew is correct, 
then the members of the board cannot juste 
ly be eharged with discrimination against 
old soldiers, That they have no personal de- 


passed for a purpose widely different from 
that which brought them there last week. 
This time the Union army veterans went to 
Louisville by invitation of its people.

ONE CAUSE OF OVERCROWDED SCHOOLS. 

There is an evident lack of seating capaci- 
ty for children of school age in the public 
schools of Chicago. Ten or twelve thousand 
more applied for admission the first of the 
month than could be accommodated. Since 
then the School Board has sought to solve 
the problem by doubling up and giving half 
days to the lower grades. It is also pro- 
pogeed that twenty more school-houses shall 
be erected, which, with the lots, would cost 
about two millions. New York City is con- 
fronted by the same problem and the unac- 
¢commodated overfiow is still larger, amount- 
ing to forty or fifty thousand. 

-It is probable there is one cause for these 
conditions which has not been sufficiently 
considered, In New. York, Chicago, and 
other cities a large number of children have 


been sent to the parochial schools, where’ 
‘they are chiefly taught sectarian dogmas, 


mixed with secular ¢@ucation. Within the 
last year or two twenty or thirty thousand 
children have attended these schools in this 
city. Even the Catholics themselves admit 
they are not as good as the public schools 
for secular education, as the parochial chil- 
dren come out with less education than 
those of the same grade in the public 
schools. While the clergy are naturally anx- 
ious to have the largest possible number of 
the children of their denomination get their 
education in the church schools, their par- 
ents in a large number of cases prefer the 
public schools aa the medium of secular edw- 
cation and are willing that their children 
shall have their dogmatic teachings at some 
other place and time, 

When, therefore, we speak of the deficient 
number of seats it indicates not alone great 
increase in the number of children and enor- 
mous additions to population, but that a 
large number of Catholic parents like to send 
their children to the publia schools. Prob- 
ably the same is the case in New York City. 
Nence if any considerable number of parents 
would rather send children to the public 
schools who have been attending the paro- 
chial schools there must be an extra demand 
for seats which it will take some time to 
gatisfy. The lack of seats, however, will be 
gradually adjusted. It would-be folly to at- 
tempt to build schoolhouses for the entire 
school population. Three-fourths of them 
would not be more than three-fourths. full 
at any time, There are many children who 
do not go to school at all, and never will, as 
they are left to run et large in the streets by 
ignorant, vicious, or drunken parents who 
do not care whether they have an education 
or not and are only too glad to get rid of 
them. There are many who have to work 
and do their part towards the support of the 
family. There are many who will go to the 
parochial schools, but as time goes on more 
and more of the parents of these will want 
them to go to the publie achoola. If they 
could be provided for there would be little 
trouble in the matter of seats,

amount but ought to be made promptly if 
needed to maintain the reserve of gold in 
the Treasury and prove that fears of trouble 
from gold exportation are unfounded. Bus- 
iness-men do not want any possible basis for 
those cranks to stand on who desire a mone- 
tary smash, and no reason for fear on the 
part of any one else. The expense to the 
country for interest gm whatever amount of 
bonds may be sold will bew mere bagatelle 
in comparison with the enormous mischief 
to be avoided by it. 

A rush on the Treasury by reckless specu- 
lators to drainout its gold would be but the 
beginning of financial trouble to the Ameri- 
can people; and a resulting stoppage of gold 
payments only one short step in the long 
fight leading to panic and misery. There 
would be a shattering of our national trade, 
as well as of the national credit, a breaking 
down of the credit of State, municipal, 
corporate, and individual institutions, in- 
cluding the whole business public. A very 
short time would suffice to knock a thou- 
sand milijon dollars out of the value of prop- 
erty and credits, of the products of labor 
and the earnings of the toiling masses, and 
then the mischief would be only just begun. 
The total damage that would be inflicted by 
& smashing down of our money standard to 
the basis desired by the free silver despera- 
does, and which would inevitably follow a 
confession of inability to redeem the green- 
backs in gold, igalmost too great to be imag- 
ined, still more beyond the power of de- 
scription. 

Hence it ig the bounden duty of the Presi- 
dent to face any danger of such a result 
promptly, to suffer not an hour to elapse be- 
fore applying the remedy when once it is 
seen to be needed. 

If a sale of bonds will prevent monetary 
trouble till a more permanent solution of the 
problem can be effected he would be derelict 
in his duty if he did not use the full power 
conferred upon him for the meeting of grave 
emergencies, Senator Peffer of Kansas hag 
said the President has no authority to issue 
bonds, but Peffer is no lawyer, though a 
shorter pronunciation of the word (to make 
it “* liar "’) might fit his individuality. 

He is not lawyer enough to obtain em- 
ployment to pettifog a dog case for a $5 fee. 
He is not capable of passing on the legality 
of the bond issue, and still less of informing 
the public as to the duties and responsibil- 
ities of the Presidential office. Lawyers of 
infinitely greater ability than he has have 
held and so advised that it is perfectly lawful 
to issue bends when it may become neceg- 
sary; that the authority is ample, and that 
the purchasers need have no doubt as to 
their legality. All that the bonds can repre- 
sent in any case is the necessities of the.gov- 
ernment. If the government had no need 
for the money it would not want to sell 
bonds, but its necessities must be supplied, 
and one of the most important necessities 
is that the credit of the Nation be main- 
tained im the redemption of its currency.

Huge Airy Rooms with Electric Fans for 
Winter—Unosteutatious Furnishings of 
the Chief Executive’s Office — Rare 
Relics and Prized Antiquities—Walls 
Decorated with Portraits of Former 
Secretaries, . | 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 8.—[{Spécial Cor- 
respondence.]—Uncle Sam takes such good 
care of his officials after they reach Wash- 


ington it is no wonder they are loath to leave 
their comfortable and attractive quarters 


after once tasting the sweets of office. Every 


contrivance which can possibly add to their 
comfort is found in the apartment they use 
for the transaction of business, and electric 
fans in summer, with cool matting on the 
oor, and open fireplaces in winter, with 
rosy-hued rugs, make up an ideal picture of 
comfort. Pye 

Probably the most unpretentious apart- 
ment used by a government official is that 
of the President of the United States in the 
Executive Mansion. It is a large square 
room, with a southern exposure, from which 
a beautiful panorama is visible. Heaven 
kissing hilis of Maryland and Virginia slope 
down to the edge of the Potomac River, 
which laves their sides, and in the fore- 
ground is the Washington Monument and 
beautiful green ellipse known as the White 
Lot in which the United States Marine 
Band gives concerts every Saturday after- 
noon during the summer. With such sur- 
roundings and amid such pleasant environ- 
ments the President’s office is always at- 
tractive. | 

But once inside the big room in which so 
many grave questions have been settled the 
visitor is astonished at its simplicity. There 
are two prints on the walls, the only pictures 
in the apartment—one representing Thomas 
Jefferson and the other Alexander Hamilton, 
the famous financier of the revolutionary 
period. There is an interesting bit of history 
connected with the broad, flat open desk at 
which the President of the United’ States 
sits, as is shown by the inscription upon a 
gold plate. This desk was sent to the White 
House during the administration of Presi- 
dent Hayes as a token of esteem from the 
Government of Great Britain. On the gilded 
plate is the following inscription: “‘H. M. 8. 
Resolute, forming part of the expedition 
in search of Sir John Franklin in 1852. Was 
abandoned in latitude 74° 41’ north, longitude 
101° 22’ west, May 15, 1854. She was discoy- 
ered and extricated in September, 1855, in 
latitude 67° north by Capt. Buddington of 
United States whaler George Henry. The 
ship was purchased, fitted out, and sent to 
England as a gift to her Majesty Queen 
Victoria by the President and people of the 
United States as a token of good will and 
friendship. This table was made from her 
timbers when she was broken up and is pre- 
sented by the Queen of Great Britain and 
Ireland to the President of the United States 
as a memorial of the courtesy and loving 
kindness which dictated the offer of the gift 
of Resolute.’”’ : 

Probably the largest cane-seat chair in 
Washington is placed at this desk for the use 
of President Cleveland, who brought it with 
him from his office in New York. Ashe sits 
at his desk he faces north, the light falling 
over his shoulders from the south. This 
room was formerly used by President Lin- 
coln as his office and council chamber, and it 
was in this apartment the emancipation 
proclamation was drafted and signed. 

Vice-Presidents of the United States have 
an office in the finest building in the world— 
the Capitol—which up to date has cost in the 
neighborhood of $15,000,000, Just across the 
corridor from the Senate Chamber is a beau- 
tifully frescoed tiled floor room on the door 
of which is a plate which reads: ‘‘“Vice-Pres- 
ident’s Chamber.’” There is‘a flat table cov- 
ered with red. at which the Vice-President 
transacts his private business, and from the 
windows looking north there is a magnifi- 
cent view of the suburbs of Washington, with 
Soldiers’ Home cupola and numerous church 
spires breaking the line of the horizon. On 
the wall at the left of the Vice-President’s 
desk is Rembrandt Peale’s famous portrait 
of the first President of the repu , and 
marble busts of Vice-President W who 
died in this room, and Lafayette 8S. Foster 
of Connecticut are conspicuous, While’ en- 
gaged with his private secretary the Vice- 
President sits with his face to the south, and 
he can see himself reflected in an old mirror 
which has passed the century mark and is 
one of the most valuable relics about the 
great marble pile which surmounts Capitol 
Hill. | 

One thing which strikes the visitor to the 
large office room of the Secretary of State, 
in the south wing of the huge pile of granite 
known as the State, War, and Navy Build- 
ing, is the absence of the usual array of oil 
paintings of former premiers. Instead there 
are engravings neatly framed of former 
Presidents of the United States, and a mar- 
ble medallion bust of James Madison in the 
panel just behind the Secretary’s desk is a 
novel and rare ornament. Three large win- 
dows lead out on a granite gallery, from 
which the Secretary of State can obtain a 
splendid view of Arlington, Fort Myer, Al- 
exandréa, and the Potomac River. A solid - 
oak desk arranged so that the light will fall 


from the south over the Secretary’s shoul- 


ders is a feature of this apartment, and 
when engaged in the transaction of business 
the Secretary of State sits facing the north. 
On. the panel in front of him are three ex- 
quisite engravings representing Washing- 
ton, Lincoln, and Grant, and just beneath is 
a comfortable, ease-inviting red leather 
lounge. Leather-upholstered furniture 
seems to be a fad for Cabinet officers’ rooms, 
and, while they prefer what is known as the 
Congressional revolving chair for their per- | 
sonal use, visitors are invariably seated in 
big, sleepy-hollow leather chairs. 

Secretaries of the Treasury range all over 
the big granite structure after they are once 
installed, but the favorite room seems to be 
in the south wing of the building overlooking 
the White Lot. From a southeast window 
the Secretary of the Treasury can look down 
Pennsylvania avenue to the Capitol, whence 
he draws his supplies from Congress, and 
due south he can see the Bureau of Engrav- 
ing and Printing, where the law is carried 
out in the shape of Treasury notes and bonds. 
His desk is so arranged he sits facing the 
north between three windows—east, south, 
and west. Around the wails are hung pict- , 
ures of former Secretaries of the Treasury, 
a trio which attracts the most attention be- 
ing Thomas Corwin, Daniel Manning, and 
John Sherman. Over an unpretentious look- 
ing mahogany desk the pursestrings of the 
Nation are kept in touch with the Secretary 
of the Treasury and the cane-back chair 
covered with navy blue cloth. 

Undoubtedly the most pretentious-look- 
ing office room in the way of decorations 
and adornment is that of the Secretary of 


War on Seventeenth street, or the ‘west | 


wing of the State, War, and Navy Building. 
This is the historic locality, for just across 
the street is a two-story brick house in which

SENSES 


HE world honors its great men, but 
-\ too often forgets the silent ones who 
made its heroes great, Men areren- 
dered famous by the deeds of their 
lives, and yet the character which 
made those deeds possible was not 
‘wholly of themselves. It was formed and 
trained by others, and of these, above all, by 
the mother. Yet how little is known of the 
mothers of the world’s heroes. To them in 
great measure should be given the honor and 


respect accorded the sons. 

Though, comparatively speaking, so little 
is known of the mother of Waghington the 
effect of her influence upon him in his boy- 
hood is shown clearly throughout his career 
as a soldier and statesman. In all histories 
of the first President Mary Washington is 
a decidedly secondary character when com- 
pared with Martha Washington. Yet there 
is little doubt that the part Martha‘ had in 
influencing her husband was slight com- 
pared with that of the mother. Through all 
the years of his public life Washington 
wrote to her regularly telling her of his 
work and his careg and, as is shown by his 
‘letters, frequently acting upon the advice 
she gave him. 

In many ways mother and son were much 
alike and in Washington's character is 


ers careful training. Coming from a fre- 
ligious stock, she was a thoroughly 
Christian woman, and, like all girls of that 
time, was trained to become a wife and a 
practical helper to her husband. She was 
24 years of age when in 1730 she became the 
wife of Augustine Washington. An exten- 
sive slavehoider with wide interests, it re- 
quired an active and skilled woman to take 
charge of the domestic affairs of Washing- 
ton’s large household, In this work the 
traits. of order, econemy,’and discipline 
which Mrs. Washington » were 
brought out and accentuated so that in all 
the homes of Virginia planters no household 
was better administered than that over 
which Mary Washington presided. Both 
she and her husband were members of the 
Episcopal Church and strictly observed the 
custom of family prayers. very morning 
and evening the Bible was read, every mem-~-

Dignified and stately, her 
manner always impressed those whom she 
met. So decided was this that one of Wash- 
ington’s. boyhood friends who frequen 
was a guest at the house, wrote: . 

“ Of her I was ten times more afraid than 
I was-of my own parents. She awed me in 
the midst of her kindness, for she was-truly 
kind... . Whoever has seen that awe- 
inspiring air and manner, so characteristic 
in the Pather of the Country, will remember 
the matron as she appeared when the pre- 
siding genius of her well-ordered household, 
commanding and being obeyed.” 

After he entered the British service in the 
French and Indian war Washington seldom 
saw his mother, though he wrote to her fre- 
quently. At the outbreak of the revolution, 
before he started away to take command of 
| the army, he paid he? a farewell visit. He 
next saw her after the surrender of Corn- 
wallis, and then, though more than T0 years 
old, she was an erect, well-preserved woman. 

After the revolution Washington renewed 
his appeals to her to make her. home with 
him, but she refused. It was not until years 
after the true reason of her refusal became 
known. Then her children learned that for 
a score of years she had suffere? with a 
cancer of the breast.

Their premonitions 
were true, and Mrs. Washington died Aug.

ment was placed by President Jackson. The 
monument ‘is a pyramidal obelisk, forty-five 
feet high, surmounted by a bust of Washing- 
ton, above which an eagle holds a wreath.

Three years after Mrs. Lincoln’s marriage, 
in 1806, Lincoln was born. He was her only 
living child and to him she taught. every ac-
